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REMARKS 

The present application is directed to a method for performing a nucleic acid 
ampUfication reaction. An apparatus for effecting the method as well as disposable units for use 
in the method are disclosed. Claims 1-35 were pending prior to the issuance of the October 6, 
2004, Office Action. Following entry of this amendment, Claims 1-6 and 8-35 will be pending. 
Claims 2, 3 and 10 are currently amended. 

Claims 2 and 3 are amended herein to accurately define the invention and further 
limit the parent claim as suggested by the Examiner in the Non-Final Office Action mailed 
October 6, 2004. 

Claim 10 is amended herein to correct a typographical error. 

No new matter is added, and support for the amendments may be found throughout the 
specification and in the original claims.
